—Mr Jeptha Lancaster, the oldest 
male citizen of Lexington, lacking 
less tiian seven yeara in rounding out 
the century mark, died at the home of 
his daughter. Mrs. Rcbert B. Elliott, 
in that city ; Thursday night at 10 
o'clock. 

Mr. Lancaster was a native of Fay- 
ette county, having been born at 
Athens Septembe- 25. 1817. therefore 
approximately four months wore than 
93 years of age. Mr. Lancaster was 
married in Htnry county September 
1. 1843. to Miss Sallie Booth, who pre- 
ceded to the grave fourteen years. 

To their union, "a most happy one, 
were born fourteen children, ten of 
whom survite thfir parents. They are, 
in order of their ages: Mr. George 
W. Lancaster, of Omaha, Neb. : Mr. 
Charles J. Lancaster, of Paris; Mr/ E. 
C. Lancaster, of Lexington; Mrs. 
Nannie Floyd, wife of Rev. 
Moyd. of Charlottestown, 
tiri ward Island, Canada; Mrs. 
Lloyd, wife of S. 6. Lloyd, of Lex- 
ington ; Miss Margaret Lancaster, of 
Lexington ; Mr John L Lancaster, of 
Brcoksville, Ky.. and Messrs Henry 
and Horace Lancaster, of Lexington. 

Mr. Lancaster in early life was a 
stock trader and building contractor in 
Lexington. Later he engaged in farm- 
ing in Henry county ; returned to Lex- 
ington where for many years he con- 
ducted a meat store. He retired from 
business about twenty years ago. 

The direct cause Jof his death was 
pneumonia, though for months past 
he had been on a steady, gradual de- 
cline, incident to his extreme age. 
Until the beginning of the present 
winter he had retained his vigor to a 
remarkable degree and his mentality 
remained unimpaired to the end.

Clark Chosen for Speaker. 

It h'now Mr. Speaker-elect Clark 
for Thursday night at their caucus in 
Washington the men who will consti- 
tute the Democratic membership of 
the next House of Representatives de- 
clared the minority leader of the pres- 
et t House to be their choice for 
Speaker in the next Congress. 

This action was unanimous, and po- 
litical historians at the Capitol said it 
is the first time in ^n^arly a century 
that a Democrat had been nominated 
for the Speakership without opposi- 
tion, except in cases where a man 
who has been Speaker was re-elected 
to that office. 

While- Champ Lilaik enjoys this 
unique distinction, it has been a fore- 
gone conclusion for Nni time that he 
would be the unanimous choice of the 
caucus. 

Hut unlike his predecssora in the 
ofiice.Jhe will not be vstedwith a great 
power, inasmuch under the new; regime 
he will not be authorized to appoint 
the committees of the House. 

This will be done by a committee of 
which tiie Speaker himself will not be 
a member. Mr. Clark, therefore, will 
also enjoy the privilege of being the 
first presiding olfice of the House not 
to possess the extensive power exercis- 
ed by men who previously have served 
in that position. 

Pottery Clay Found in Glasgow. 

Pottery clay was last week discover- 
ed on the BUborbu farm of A. L. Har- 
ris, a well known traveling man of 
(ilasgow, and the discovery mesns an 
other new industry for that city. Up- 
on investigation it|was found in unilit- 
ed quantities. One kind is a reddish 
color, while the other is the ordinary 
pottery clay. A movement is now on 
to organize a stock company for the 
purpose of developina the find. The 
clay was discovered by workmen who 
were ietting out brick for the streets. 

Liquor Case Affirmed. 

The case of Crown 6: I'roctor vs. 
Hugh?s, Mayor, etc.. from Winches- 
ter, was affirmed Friday, the Court 
of ApDeals holding that the I :cal op- 
tion election of 1909, when the whole 
c ty wtnt wet, did not affect the pre- 
cincts that went dry in the I9B9 elec- 
tion when each precinct voted sepa- 
rately and that :h<-.-».- dry precincts 
must [vote separately oa the liquor 
question before the result of 1899 can 
be changed. 

James Still Wants Primary. 

Congressman Oil ie M. James has 
sent a letter to members of the Demo 
cratic State Executive Committee urg- 
ing them, at their meeting in Louis- 
ville tomorrow, to include in the call 
for the State primurv the United 
States Senatorshio. Me says there is 
no good reason why the people should 
be given a chance to nominate a state 
ticket in a primary and not also nomi- 
nate a candidate . for Senator in the 
s>;une way. He derid-»s the talk of 
candidates for Senator helping to elect 
I Democratic Legislators because they 
I are interested in getting their votes 
for Senator and savs that if a man will 
betray his party before the election he 
would do so afterward. Mr. James 
earnestly begs the committee to re- 
scind its action excluding the Senator- 
ship, and live up to the {party pledges 
which commit the party to the election 
of Senators by the direct votes of the 
peoplt.

the chairman was the entire show, but 
as there was nothing before the meet- 
ing that required the application of 
"railroading" tactics, he hoped the 
meeting would be one of harmony and 
free from the objectionable features 
that, marked the convention held last 
week. Mr. Clark, who is an anti-pool 
man, declared that if the result of the 
cut-out pledge depended wholly upon 
his vote he would sign without hesita- 
tion, as his entire sympathies were 
with the movement. He then intro- 
duced Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson addressed the growers at 
j length and from every viewpoint of 
i the subject before the meeting. He 
said that being a grower in the dark 
district he had come into the fight for 
a cut-out in the Burley district as a 
volunteer and had been honored with 
a position on the Campaign Commit- 
i tee of the Burley Tobacco Union. 

Feeling that the forces in the dark 
1 district had become thoroughly united 
in support of the movement, his at- 
tentions were directed to the doubtful 
portion of the Burley belt. 
The effect of the failure of the cut- 
' out movement in the Burley district 
would be keenly felt by the growers 
in the dark district, he declared, and 
in event of this failure tobacco would 
be grown in the Burley district and 
0 isposed of at a price below the cost 
of production. This, he added, would 
greatly decrease the price of tobacco 
in his district. 

During the course of his address Mr. 
Wilson called the attention of those 
present to the men who were opposing 
the cut-out movement in ^Bourbon 
county. He said that they were the 
land owners, men of 
wealth, and who cared nothing for the 
Unant other than that which they 
were enabled to acquire through his 
labor.

be^announced. 

At the conclusion of his remarks, j 
Mr. Wilson invited the growers present ' 
who had not signed the pledge to come 
forward. About five hundred ! acres | 
•vere pledged to the cut out, which to- 
gather with these secured at the meet- 
lag last Saturday and the pledges that 
have not been reported will 1 bring the 
ac eage to an approximate total 1,500, 
wnich is less than one-third of the , 
acreage of the countv.

They Impede Circulation 
and Invite Bait 

Ingenious men are continually con- 
triving new kinds of shoes, new sus- 
penders and hundreds of different 

kinds of braces, but so far, says the 
Therapeutic Gazette, no one has taken 
up the idea of making a hat which will 
hold on tbe head and not blow off and 
at the same time nut bind the head all 
around like a constricting band. 

Some men go without hats at times 
with the idea that the hair is improved 
by ventilation and sunshine. Undoubt- 
edly this does improve it. but the prime 
secret is not in not wearing the hat at 
tIL The ventilated hat will not pre- 
vent baldness if this same hat be worn 
tightly around the head. If a string 
be tied ever so lightly around the fin- 
ger the effect upon the circulation 
may be easily marked in the end of 
that finger. A tight hat will affect the 
circulation of the scalp in the same 
way. 

Hats which are easily blown off 
should never be worn, as they will not 
stay on unless jammed so tightly upon 
the bead as to impede circulation. All 
stiff, rigid hats should be very light, 
and one should select a size larger 
than the head measurement and cor- 
rect the over size by inserting felt 
strips under the sweat band, thus giv- 
ing a cushion-like effect and prevent- 
ing the constriction at that portion of 
the scalp. 

FIRST POST H OUSES. , 

Established by Cyrus, the Founder of 
the Persian Empire. 

The first posts are said to have oriir- 
in:ited in the regular couriers estab- 
lished by Cyrus the Gnat about 550 
B. <;., who erected post houses through- 
out the kingdom of Persia. Augustus 
was the first to iutroduce this institu- 
tion among the Komans, 31 B. C, and 
he was imitated by Charlemagne about 
S00 A. I). ImmlM XI. was the first 
sovereign to esiablish post houses in 
France, owing to his eagerness for 
news, and they were also the first in- 
stitution of this nature in Europe. 
This was in 1470, or about LVOOO years 
after they were started in Persia. 

In England in the reign of Edward 
IV. (1481) riders on post horses went 
stages of the distance of twenty miles 
from each other in order to procure 
the king the earliest intelligence of the 
events that passed in the course of the 
war that had arisen with the Scots. A 
proclamation was issued by Charles I. 
In 1C31 that, "whereas to this time 
there hath been no certain intercourse 
between the kingdoms of England and 
Scotland, the king now commands his 
postmaster of England for foreign 
parts to settle a running post or two 
between Ediuburgli and London to go 
thither and come ba< k again in six 
days." 

The Active Sloth Bear. 

"The sloth bear appears to be the 
most active of all the bean in the zoo. 
Whoever misnamed the animal ought 
to bestow a nxne appropriate title," 
said a woman visitor vrbo sat on a 
bench in front of the bear dens.
